The University of Florida Fighting Gator Band has always 
provided a between half highlight for all Florida football fans, but 
for 1946 an even better band than in past years will take the field 
to boost fans and team alike. 


Abandoning the old military style uniform with its braided coat 
and pom-pom hat, the band this year has gone “modern” with a 
snappy sub-tropic uniform that will feature caps, short coats with 
inverted lapels in white, white belt, blue trousers with an orange 
stripe, and white trousers with an orange stripe. 


The new uniform designed especially for Florida departs en- 
tirely from the more formal military type uniform which will be 
retained only for military occasions, providing a modern touch for 
a growing football team. The band will be eighty pieces strong.

Football Outlook . . . 


The University of Florida’s 1946 grid eleven remains the num- 
ber one question mark in the minds of Head Coach Raymond (Bear) 
Wolf and his staff, even as final preparations are in progress for 
one of the toughest schedules in the history of the school. 


With a power packed Southeastern Conference schedule on 
tap, and with a team faced with the prospect of running from a 
new single and doubie wing formation, Wolt’s “Fighting Gators” 


are not going to have an easy time of it. On successive week- 


ends they face the University of Mississippi, Tulane, Vanderbilt, 
University of Miami (last season’s Orange Bowl champs) and 
North Carolina. 


Then with a week’s rest they engage Georgia, Villanova, 
North Carolina State and Auburn on successive weekends. There 
isn’t a “breather” in the lot, all have improved squads, all are good 
contenders. 


Florida has fair prospects in approximately 22 former players 
of previous years who have returned from service in World War II. 
There are 38 veterans on the squad currently working out. Wolf 
also has some strong prospects from last year’s high school teams, 
but has a difficult task confronting him in getting both these play- 
ers and his service returnees in shape for the rough competition 
ahead of him. | 


Spring practice saw a group of scrappy hopefuls who went 
through the daily routine of learning the Wolf technique, and the 
current practice sessions of prospective squad members who were 
not here in the Spring, reveals much the same—all of which adds 
up to the fact that Wolf is instilling in them an enthusiastic spirit 
and an aggressiveness that will make them sharp competitors for 
all foes. But, lack of experience, Wolf believes, will handicap them 
for a berth among the S.E.C.’s top contenders. 


Wolf’s smooth, tricky double and single wing style is not new 
in Southern circles, for many S.E.C. teams became acquainted with 
the Wolf game while he was coaching North Carolina to a top posi- 
tion in the Southern Conference. Later as head mentor for the 
Georgia Pre-Flight team in 1942, southern teams again saw the 
power he can put in his eleven. 


Both Spring and Summer practice sessions saw Wolf and his 
staff concentrating on the offensive play of his single and double 
wing. Little emphasis has been placed on the defensive play, 
Wolf deciding to leave that until the final stretch session began 
September 2 when he called his entire squad together. In all 
sessions Wolf has emphasized offensive play, showing a smooth 


tricky offense that won him fame both at North Carolina and_ 
é 


Georgia Pre-Flight. 


Highlights of the two sessions have been the continued spirit 
and aggressiveness shown by each member of the squad. Wolf’s 
quiet but firm approach to football instruction has instilled.a con- 
fidence in the team that will inevitably earn them the title of 
“Fighting Gators”. . — . 

Wolf insists it is still too early to point to any single player 
or players as outstanding or good, but maintains “they have all 
improved and will earn individual recognition under fire’. 


He says he will know what the prospects of the team are when 
he sees them “under fire” against Ole Miss at the opening game. 
Until then, he says he is reserving his opinion, for they can “all 
look good in practice”. He’s not using the crying towel, but in his 
own words, “wants to wait and see”. He’s rebuilding and that, he 
says, will take time. 


Starting out at Florida this year, Wolf faces the task of put- 
ting the Gators on the road to higher recognition in the confer- 
ence—that he will do it, there is little doubt—but that it will take 
time is a certainty—time to build Florida strength and material 
equal to the strength and power of S.E.C.’s top contenders.

RAYMOND (BEAR) WOLF, 42, head football coach. Native 
of Chicago, Ill. Attended North Side High School in Ft. Worth, 
Texas, where he made letters in four sports, football, baseball, bas- 
ketball and track. Graduated from Texas Christian University in 
1928 with a bachelor’s degree in Business Administration. At TCU 
he won letters in football, playing tackle and guard, and as a first 
baseman in baseball. Became member of coaching staff at TCU 
by appointment as freshman line and baseball coach. In 1929, ap- 
pointed varsity line coach under Francis Schmidt until 1934, when 
he was appointed athletic director in addition to duties as varsity 
line and head baseball coach. 


In 1936 he was named head football coach at the University 
of North Carolina where he served until he was commissioned in 
the U. S. Navy in 1942. During his six years with the Tar Heels 
Coach Wolf guided North Carolina to a Southern Conference 
championship in 1987 and hung up 89 victories against 17 losses 
and three ties. 


During the first year of his naval service, Wolf was head foot- 
ball coach at the U. S. Navy Pre-Flight School at Athens, Ga. Since 
1942, he has served as officer in charge of athletics at the United 
States Navy Flight Preparatory School, Austin, Texas, and at the 
United States Naval Air Station, Miami, Florida. In 1944 he was 
named to succeed Bernie Bierman as athletic director of the United 
States Naval Air Training Base, Pensacola, Florida. He was honor- 
ably discharged from the. Navy in 1945 and joined the University 
of Florida staff last February as head football coach.

Be- 
came head coach in all sports at 
St. Viator’s following gradua- 
tion in 1926. In 1930 went to 
Auburn as line coach and head 
basketball and baseball coach. 
Went back to Chicago in 1934, 
then went to University of Geor- 
gia in 1936 as football line coach. 
After a year in Georgia joined 


the coaching staff at the University of Florida in 1937. Served 
in the U. S. Naval Reserve as commaz:der. 


PERCY M. BEARD, 38, busi- 
ness manager of the College of 
Physical Education, Health and 
Athletics. Native of Kentucky 
and a graduate of Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute at Auburn. A 
former track star and Olympics 
high hurdles champion. He is 
former holder of five world’s 
records in high hurdles. Follow- 
ing his graduation from Auburn 
in 1930, he ran with the New 
York Athletic Club. He came to 
the University in 1936 as track 
coach and assistant director of 
athletics. He served as acting

RAYMOND (CHIEF) WEST, 
39, equipment manager, assist- 
ant trainer. Former football and 
basketball star at Haskell Insti- 
tute, Lawrence, Kan., during un- 
dergraduate days and later pro- 
fessional basketball star for sev- 
en years with such teams as Jim 
Thorpe’s Indians, the DX Oilers 
of Tulsa, and the Goodyear quin- 
tet of Akron, Ohio. A full-blood- 
ed Cheyenne Indian, Chief de- 
rives his name both from his 
family (His grandfather was a 
Cheyenne Chief) and from his 
service in the Navy as a Chief 
Specialist Mate.

A New College ... 


THE COLLEGE OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION, 
HEALTH AND ATHLETICS 


The University of Florida’s 
College of Physical Education, 
Health and Athletics under Dean 
Dennis K. (Dutch) Stanley, vet- 
eran coach and athletic director, 
is one of the first colleges of its 
kind to be set up in any Univer- 
sity in the United States. 


Established as a division of 
the University last January i and 
elevated to the rank ot a Coiiege 
in April, the College of Physical 
Education, Health and Athletics 
incorporates five departments— 
Student Health, Intercollegiate 
Athletics, Intramural Athletics 
and Recreation, Required Physi- 
cal Education and the Profes- 
sional Curriculum. 


In the professional division of 
the college courses leading to a 
BA degree in physical education, health and athletics are offered 
in a curriculum planned to fit takers for jobs in mdustry as well 
as in school athletic and recreation work. 


The College has taken over control and direction of the student 
health program, which includes operation of the infirmary, Head 
Football Coach Raymond (Bear) Wolf has been placed in charge © 
of the intercollegiate athletic program and Spurgeon Cherry named 
director of intramural athletics. 


_ An important unit of the College of Physical Education, Health 
and Athletics is the required physical education program watch 
gets under way in September. 


All incoming non-veteran freshmen will be weaned: to enroll in 
the college this fall and after passing. physical examinations. to. 
establish their efficiency will be given the basic course consisting 
of track and field, tumbling, boxing, swimming and team games. 


- 


Those not physically normal will be given corrective work under 
trained personnel. 


Second semester will see the freshmen who have passed an- 
other physical exam advanced to instruction in golf, swimming, 
tennis and handball. When he becomes proficient in three of the 
four he advances into the elective sports program, where he will 
be required to learn two more sports, although he will not be held 
to any formal classroom schedule. 


One of the major physical attractions of the College of Physi- 
cal Education, Health and Athletics will be a $1,200,000 gymnasium 
which is now in the blueprint stage. Plans for the gymnasium 
show that it will seat 8,000, will have 8 classrooms, a motion picture 
theater, complete dressing room facilities, a speakers’ gallery, four 
indoor basketball courts and complete facilities for the College and 
the University as a whole. 


Athletic Expansion ... 


Construction is under way at the University of Florida on a 
$105,875 project in the College of Physical Education Health and 
Athletics on new athletic fields and improvements to the infirmary 
and swimming pool. 


Ground is being prepared in an area west of the ROTC parade 
grounds for the removal of the baseball diamond from Fleming 
Field; construction is underway on 16 concrete handball courts; 
six concrete combined tennis, basketball, and volley ball courts; and 
three new playing fields for football and softball in the intramural 
athletic and required physical education programs. 


A third floor ward is being added to the infirmary to increase 
capacity; and work on the swimming pool includes installation of 
recirculation and filtration and chlorination equipment in the swim- 
ming pool. °
